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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Based on the newly court case decision regarding In re Bilski, it appears that 
claims 17, 18, 20-22, 24-26 and 28 contain recite non-statutory subject matter. Thus, 
the Examiner is obliged to submit this 35 US 101 rejection which follows below. The 
Examiner regrets the delayed process of the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title. 

Claims 22, 23 and 28-44 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Based on Supreme Court 
precedent a method claim must (1) be tied to another statutory class of invention (such 
as a particular apparatus) or (2) transform underlying subject matter (such as an article 
or materials) to a different state or thing (see at least Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 
184 (1981); Parker V. Flook, 437 U.S. 584, 588 n.9 (1978); Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 
U.S. 63, 70 (1972); Cochrane v. Deener, 94 U.S. 780, 787-88 (1876)). A method claim 
that fails to meet one of the above requirements is not in compliance with the statutory 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101 for patent eligible subject matter. Here claims 22, 23 and 
28-44 fail to meet the above requirements since there is not a sufficient tie to another 
statutory class. 
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3. Claims 20-44 and 48 are allowable over the art of record.
